Budapest. Fob. 29 (AP).—Saber- 


bearing policemen today guarded 
exits of the French legation, under 
orders to break up an alleged tralfic 
in French passports for .Czecho- 
slovak refugees—orders reported to 
have'been Issued by Hungary under 
German pressure. 


The police maintained 
an 
all- 


night vigil around the four-story, 
stone building where they said 40 
refugees Were harbored. All callers 
at the legation were examined and 
automobiles leaving the inner court- 
yard were searched. 


An inquiry at the legation brought 


the answer that no one at tho mo- 
ment was authorized to discuss the 
situation. 


High Hungarian officials, however, 


were understood to have told the 
French 
minister, Pierre Ciucrlels, 


that so long as the passport traffic 
endangers Hungary's neutrality, in 
Hie German view, the police watch 
would not be relaxed.

He 
said that the below-normal honey 
flow of last year and the severe win- 
ter will make necessary replacement 
ol many hives in the spring. 
He 


urged the feeding of hives from the 
present until warm weather when 
first natural food is available for 
the bees. Tlie present period is that 
in which the heaviest mortality will 
occur, Mr. Anderson said. 


Describes Florida Conditions 


The speaker, who recently re- 


turned from a 10-day trip lo Florida, 
said that there has been a heavy kill 
of bees in the south this winter be- 
cause of the unusually cold weather 
experienced there. 
He said that 


condition may make it more diffl- 
ciili.fqr Adams county beekeepers to 
secure package bees this spring. The 
package bees have been bought reg- 
ularly in rccenl years in Alabama 
and_ other southern states.

T here are ten sets In all—designed 
in general to decrease consum ption 
anti siKHidinK and to increase p ro ­ 
duction. 
A com m unique issued a fte r a 45- 
m inute cabinet m eeting th is a fte r­ 
noon announced only the titles of 
th e decrees. 
France already has th ree m eatless 
days a week and on th e lo u r o th er 
days restau ran ts are forbidden to 
serve more th an one m eat dish a 
person, 
O th er foods., however, have 
n o t been rationed alth o u g h G reat 
B ritain ha.s a rationing system . 
T he first decree was en titled " re la ­
